One hundred and twenty-five rep- 
resentatives of rebellious locals of 
District 50, here to protest against 
the Lewis “dictatorship” before a 
CIO executive board meeting, 
gravitated to Wagner as their 
leader. At a caucus to consider 
ways and means of making the 
breakaway from Lewis, Wagner 
was chosen president of a provi- 
sional national council to be. com-

The procedufées to be followed 
in eutting loose from the Mine 
Workers are yet to be decided-.on.

British Meet Stiff Defense 
Over Reich, Lose 13 
Craft—lItalians Report

LONDON, June 6 (AP). — The 
Royal Air Force rounded out the 
week, which saw it open the great- 
est air offensive in history, with a 
third battering night assault on 
the German Ruhr last night and 
a daylight attack on the occupied} 
continental coast today which ob- 
servers called the “biggest sweep 
of the week.”

New Planes in Action.

LONDON, June 6 (AP).--British 
bombers devastated more than 
5000 acres of Cologne—roughly 
eight square miles—in the first 
of the R. A. F.’s 1000-bomber raids 
this week on the Ruhr and Rhine- 
land, the Air Ministry disclosed to- 
day. 

This would be total destruction 
of one-twelfth of the metropolitan 
area, since Cologne and its sub- 
urbs take in somewhat more than 
60,000 acres. Other vast areas of 
the city which escaped total ruin, 
however, were reported badly dam- 
aged. 

Railway workshops in Nippes, 
suburb of the big industrial center, 
were hard hit, photographs of the 
attack showed. 

An Air Ministry source said “the 
greater part of the old town of 
Cologne is finished.” 

(Cologne newspapers reaching 
Bern yesterday said the old Rhine- 
land city, as its people had known 
it, was “lost forever” and described 
a scene of desolation with some 
sections still burning and “whole 
quarters of the town empty.”) 

Major Factories Smashed. 

Among big factories smashed by 
high explosives and burned out by 
the spreading flames, the Ajir 
Ministry source said, were the vast 
Vulcan works, the Rheinfelz plant 
and K. G. Mauser, producers of 
arms and steel for the German 
war machine.

Nazi Field Marshal Erwim Rom- 
mel is said to have lost 340 tanks. 

“The initial phase of the attack 
was successful,” the communique 
said, “and” fighting’ by armored 
forces followed throughout the 
day (yesterday), 

“Our air force co-operated with 
our land forces. Details are not 
yet available.” 

A number of Axis fighters and 
bombers weré damaged in these 
sorties, a later Royal Air Force 
communique said, and the British 
airmen continued their attacks on 
the Martuba and Derna airdromes 
while bombing Syracuse in Sicily.

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific 
fleet, declared Japanese battleships, 
aircraft carriers, cruisers and 
transports were dealt heavy blows 
by the alert and prepared defend- 
ers of the strategic island and 
that the enemy fleet appeared to 
be limping away. 

Admiral Nimitz did not reveal 
the exact toll, but his report that 
damage involved “several ships” in 


each of the four categories would 
indicate a minimum of eight enemy 
craft.

1000 JAP CASUALTIES

A statement defending the work 


of Dr. Homer W. Anderson as su- 
perintendent of instruction for the 
St. Louis public schools has been 
issued by a group consisting of 
the social service and civic com- 
missions of the Metropolitan 
Church Federation, the social 
service commission of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church and 20 indi- 
vidual clergymen, 
Nine members of the school 
board recently expressed dissatis- 
faction with the administrative 
ability of Dr. Anderson and decid- 
ed he should be asked to resign 
from his $12,000-a-year job. 
The statement by the church 
representatives said that the two 
years that Dr. Anderson has been 
head of the schools here have 
been “marked by internal progress 
in the quality of instruction and 
in the morale and efficiency of 
the teachers.” 

Position “Most Difficult.” 
It was pointed out that the st- 
perintendent left a similar post in 
Omaha, Neb., to come to St. Louis 
after he was selected over other 
candidates by a committee of edu- 
cators. : 
“Dr, Anderson had a national 
reputation, with a record of solid 
and signal achievement and with a 
distinguistted place among Amer. 
ica’s noted educators,” the state- 
ment continued. “His position here 
was most difficult.” 
Taking note of the board’s plans 
to remove him, the clergymen said: 
“We hereby voice our confidence 
in him and in his ability to lead 
and serve our public schools. We 
hope that with the co-operation of 
the board he will carry out the 
reforms which the public expects. 
To this end we pledge him our 
support.”

Bonds in Lieu of Wage Increases. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE demand on the part of ‘certain 

reactionaries to freeze wages so as to 
prevent wage increases runs directly 
counter to what the workers feel are 
necessary wage adjustments justified by 
substantial increases in the cost of liv- 
ing during the past 12 months, Unless 
this clash is fairly and equitably adjust- 
ed there may be serious damage te our 
national unity. 

The chief argument against wage in- 
creases is that they would have a tend- 
ency to add to mass purchasing power 
at a time when the production of civil- 
ian goods is severely curtailed and thus 
would increase substantially the danger 
of inflation, danger of inflation 
from wage increases could be avoided by 
making additions to wages in the war 
industries payable in the form of Govern- 
ment bonds, to come due after the war. 

This would prevent any increase in 
purchasing power, and it would meet the 
justifiable demands for increased pay 
which the workers are now making in 
certain industries. It would also help 
to prevent a disastrous increase in un- 
employment after the war by making 
available at that time, when the war 
bonds would come due, a large accu- 
mulated sum of purchasing power. 

This purchasing power could be used to 
increase consumption at the very time 
when the men would be leaving the 
Army and the war industries in great 
numbers, and needed to be rehired by 
industries starting again to produce for 
civilian consumption. 

The United Automobile Workers of the 
CIO have proposed such a scheme and 
the United Marine and Shipbuilding 
Workers have already accepted wage in- 
creases in this form, thus proving once 
again the sound statesmanship of the 
leaders and members of organized labor.

LESS GAS MEANS MORE RUBBER. 
_ The President is expected to issue a statement 
about nation-wide gasoline rationing within the next 
few days. He discussed the problem yesterday with 
chiefs of the war production effort, and it is safe 
enough to say that the rubber shortage was a de- 
ciding factor in the talk. rey. 

This is what puts X-card Senators and Representa- 
tives—those who are growling and grousing about 
gas rationing—in such a bad position. True, this 
country is rich in petroleum, and the transportation 
problem.created by the submarine war against tank- 
ers, while by no means a minor consideration, may 
yield to an early enough solution. But we are any- 
thing but rich in rubber, and by far our largest 
“stock-pile” is now rolling over our streets and 
highways undeg. our cars and trucks. 

The recent report of the Truman Committee is far 
more pessimistic about the substitute-rubber pro- 
gram than many persons realize. It urges Congress 
and the people to take published estimates with a 
grain of salt. We may be producing 350,000 tons 
of synthetic in 1943, but the committee has its doubts. 
It would seem that those who can contribute most to 
the achievement of this goal are showing something 
less than a completely unselfish, all-out, hurry-up 
attitude. Also, there are technical difficulties which 
call for something more than good will. 

That is what'gives our junk heaps a new. impor- 
tance. It is estimated that, if reclamation were effi- 
ciently organized, they might yield anywhere from 
500,000 to 10,000,000 tons of scrap rubber. The wide 
range of these figures shows that they are not much 
more than guesses. However, it is a fact that we 
collected 275,000 tons of scrap last year, and have the 
plant to reclaim 350,000 tons. 

Full use of these facilities, plus the promised syn- 
thetic production, would come close to filling our 
normal annual demand. But the wartime demand, 
especially when the shorter life of reclaimed rubber 
is considered, is another matter. 

That is why the million tons of rubber now on the 
wheels of American motor vehicles loom bigger and 
bigger with every passing day. It may never be nec- 
essary for the Government to call for that rubber, 
but surely it must be conserved as our most pre- 
cious possession. Understandably, many Americans 
are finding it difficult to break themselves of the 
automobile habit. Yet every day of ordinary driv- 
ing is reducing this “stock-pile on wheels” by about 
600 tons. That is more than 216,000 tons a year. 
Gasoline rationing, especially where non-essential 
driving is concerned, would go far toward reducing 
this drain. It is already in effect on a national basis 
for commercial drivers. And, in view of the facts, 
members of Congress had better think twice before 
they oppose its extension to the private motorist.

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A WOMAN WARRIOR SPEAKS FOR RUSSIA. 

One of the amusing stories of the last war involved 
a buck private who patiently listened to his Ser- 
geant’s lecture before zero hour—“We are outnum- 
bered 10 to 1”—and who, 20 minutes after an over- 
the-top charge, was discovered placidly smoking in a 
shell hole. To his superior’s profane indictment for 
dereliction of duty, the private calmly replied: “I’ve 
already got my 10, Sarge.” 

The incident is recalled by a dispatch from 
Moscow, one in a series of profound illustrations of 
the fact that this war is vastly different from World 
War I. The Russian capital reports that Senior 
Sergt. Luidmila Pavlichenko has been cited for kill- 
ing 257 “Hitlerite Fascists” on the Sevastopol front 
up to April 6, when last returns were in. Luidmila, 
it is explained, is a girl sniper. And what does a 
woman guerrilla say on receiving a deserved mili- 
tary honor? 

“T’ve already got my 257.” 

“I merely saw my duty and did it.” 

“I am glad to demonstrate the important role of 
the Women’s Auxiliary Corps in the Army.” 

No—257 times no! 

Luidmila uttered three words which explain why 
Hitler’s “invincibles”—frost-bitten or heat-prostrated 
—never will conquer Russia. She said: 

“I'll get more!”

Certainly the incident of the U. S. S. Blakeley 
must compel a showdown and decision in the State 
Department's belated negotiation of the Martinique 
issue. The destroyer, torpedoed and seriously dam- 
aged recently by an enemy submarine opera’ in 
French territorial waters, limped into Port: de 
France, was granted the 48-hour refuge available to 
belligerents, then compelled to put to sea. En 
reute to nearby British St. Lucia, it again was the 
quarry of an undersea raider which wag beaten off 
by escorting bombers. 

Suppose the battereq Blakely had been sunk on 
this forced journey, with the loss of all aboard.

After two years of Washington diplomacy, the

I do not believe they made any such state-. 
ment. I think they said they could not 
afford the time—meaning the 90 days or 
more ‘through which a legislative session 
wearily drags. 


And why does it? Because our legisla- 


tive procedure is the exact opposite of the 
procedure which American corporations 
have foynd to be practical and effective. 


In the case of the corporation, the exec- 


utive officers ascertain the needs, study 
the problems, work out the plans and sub- 
mit them to the stockholders’ meeting for 
approval or veto. 


In the case of state government, the 


plans are supposed to originate with a 
large group of legislators of varying de- 
grees of experience and ability, but for the 
most part unacquainted with the day-to- 
day problems encountered by the various 
state officers. They first have to learn 
what the current problems are, then find 
a remedy, then perform the highly tech- 
nical task of drafting these 
legislation, and finally get a majority of 
their number to vote therefor.

Our Legislatures do remarkably well con- 
sidering the system under which they op- 
erate. The drafting of legislation is a 
highly specialized science, As in Wiscon- 
sin, the Governor and the other State of- 
ficers should, all through the year, have 
the aid of a board of non-partisan experts 
to formulate into well-drawn bills whatever 
changes are needed in our laws. 

These bills, publicized before a legisla- 
tive session, would give public opinion op- 
pertunity to crystallize for or against. The 
Legislature then could come into session 
and register its approval or its veto, and its 
work could be concluded in short order. 
The Legislature would find, I believe, that 
its power and prestige under this plan 
would be increased rather than decreased, 

If some such procedure could be devised 
and the legislative session shortened to a 
few days at most, service in the Legisla- 
ture would be changed from intolerable 
drudgery to a privilege and an honor, and 
the ablest Missourians would be eager to 
serve. That would be true whether the pay 
were increased or not, and whether thé 
Legislature were composed of two houses 
or of one,

In a resolution on taxes, the CIO 
asserted that the House Ways and 
Means Committee had “failed mis- 
erably to work out a program to 
meet the nation’s needs.” The 
resolution demanded a tax pro- 
gram to provide additional Fed- 
eral revenue of at least 10 billion 
dollars, this amount to be raised by 
the following means: 
“ (A) Increases in corporate 
taxes to collect at least three and 
one-half billion dollars of revenue 
by increasing the surtax and nor- 
mal tax to 50 per cent, by main- 
taining the 94 per cent excess prof- 
its tax of the Ways and Means 
Committee and reducing the cred- 
its for the excess profits tax. 
“ (B) The raising of rates, espe- 
cially in the middle and higher 
brackets of the income tax, based 
on present exemptions, to raise 
at least four and one-half billion 
dollars. The tax should provide 
that no person shall receive an in- 
come higher than $25,000 a year 
after taxes, as called for by the 
President. 

“(C) The serious loopholes point- 
ed out by the Treasury should be

Mass Punishment 
By Angelo Patri 


HERE are some punishments 
that a few misguided teachers 
visit upon helpless children 
that should not be allowed. Par- 
ents would be justified in making 
strong protests to the school 
authorities concerning them. One 
is the mass punishment for an in- 


‘dividual offense, another is writ- 


ing words hundreds of times. 
There is no excuse for punishing 
innocent children for the 
or meannesses of others. It is a 
grave injustice that touches the 
hearts of the innocent victims and 
causes them to turn against the 
teacher who should be their trust- 
ed friend and leader. 


John. purposely dropped his 
books in a loose shower while the 
class were filing downstairs and 
caused a lot of confusion. The 
teacher, responsible for the order 
and safety of the class on the 
stairs was angry and decreed that 
the whole class, a primary grade, 
should stay after school every day 
for a week, and as a home task, 
write, “I must be orderly on the 
stairs,” 800 times. 

While they stayed after school 
for the half hour, they had to keep 
their hands behind their backs. 
That is not education; it is not in- 
telligent administration; It is in- 
human, indefensible injustice. Real 
teachers never make such mis- 
takes. Children should be pro- 
tected against sucn mistaken de- 
crees. 

Writing words hundreds of times 
is a futile practice: It does noth- 


ing beyond spoiling children’s al- 


freadly poor penmanship. They 
make the same mistakes hundreds 
of times and so train their writing 
habits in bad forms. It fatigues 
the writing muscles and the cells 
involged in writing and so asso- 
ciates unbearable weariness with 
writing which is a bad influence 
on all penmanship. 

It gives children a wrong idea 
of penmanship, of. school, lessons 
and teachers in general. So much 
harm for no good. 

Teachers are hard-working peo- 
ple. These days they are over- 
worked and  wunder-appreciated. 
They are under great strains. Par- 
ents can help a great deal by ex- 
plaining to the children. just how 
hard things are for teachers in 
these days of registration, volun- 
teer duty, Red Cross work, all the 
burdens of home duty in wartimes 
that fall upon the teachers. All 
the while teachers are responsible 
for the safety of the children in 
their care. ' 

One can readily see how a dis- 
orderly child, making trouble on 
the stairway ill of children, can 
upset a teacher. However, teach- 
ers must not be upset even in such 
situations but must hold on calm- 
ly, straighten things out and set- 
tle with the wrongdoers them- 
selves, 


Mass punishment is like making 
the class hostages for the naughty 
ones. Good teaching requires the 
administration of justice for all— 
punishment for the guilty, protee- 
tion for the innocent. 

Let there be no mass 
ment, of any sort, for the dura- 


tion, and after, What we need is 
whole-hearted co-operation and 
good teachers know how to win it.
